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MVEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDI NG
BETWEEN
THE EXPORT- | MPORT BANK OF THE UNI TED STATES
AND
THE U. S. DEPARTMENT OF AGRI CULTURE
RURAL BUSI NESS- COOPERATI VE SERVI CE

l. PURPOSE:

The Export-lnport Bank of the United States ("Ex-Im Bank") and the U S
Department of Agriculture ("USDA"), acting through the Rural Business-
Cooperative Service ("RBS'), an agency of the Rural Devel opnent m ssion area,
(together the "Agencies" or the "Parties") intend to coordinate their prograns
to assist rural businesses in underserved rural areas, with enphasis on
conmunities with the greatest financial need. Each Agency will apply its
experti se and experience according to its |egislative mandate.

The Agencies will cooperate to:

1. I mprove conditions in which businesses in underserved rural areas can
access export financing. Enphasis will be placed on comunities with
the greatest financial need, such as Empowernment Zones ("EZs"),
Enterprise Communities ("ECs"), and Chanpion Communities ("CCs"). The
Secretary of Agriculture has designated eight (8) rural EZs and fifty
(50) ECs as authorized under Title X1l of the Owmibus Budget
Reconci liation Act of 1993. CCs are communities that were not sel ected
for EZ or EC status. Qher comunities to be targeted for assistance
i ncl ude comunities with | ong-term popul ati on decline, conmunities that
have remai ned persistently poor over the past 60 years, conmmunities
experiencing trauma as a result of natural disaster, comunities
experienci ng fundamental structural changes, and communities with high
unenpl oynent rates;

2. Coordinate the delivery of business devel opment prograns in underserved
rural areas, with enphasis on the aforenentioned comunities with the
greatest financial need;

3. Devel op working partnerships with other federal, state, county, and
| ocal agencies;private organi zations; commercial and financial
institutions; and 1862/1890s Historically Black Land G ant Coll eges and
Uni versities ("HBCUs") to facilitate and support the devel opnent of
strong businesses in underserved rural areas, with enphasis on the
af orenenti oned conmunities with the greatest financial need; and
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4. Foster and support sustai nabl e busi ness devel opnent, enpl oynent, and

quality of life for residents in underserved rural areas, wth enphasis
on the aforementioned communities with the greatest financial need.

1. AUTHORI TY
USDA

RBS is one of the agencies of the Rural Devel opnent m ssion area reporting
directly to the Under Secretary for Rural Devel opment. Avail able prograns to
assi st busi ness devel opnent, including direct and guaranteed | oans and grants,
are the Business and Industry ("B& ") Direct and CGuaranteed Loan Prograns, the
Rural Business Enterprise Gant ("RBEG') Program the Rural Business
Qpportunity Grant ("RBOG') Program the Rural Economi c Devel opnent Loan and
Gant ("REDLG') Prograns, and the Intermediary Rel ending Program ("I RP"),
which are all administered through a network of state and substate offices.

The B& prograns and the RBEG program are aut horized by section 310B of the
Consol i dated Farm and Rural Devel opnent Act (7 U S.C. 81932), the RBOG program
is authorized by section 741 of the Federal Agriculture |Inprovenent and Reform
Act of 1996 (7 U S.C. 8306), the REDLG prograns are authorized by section 313
of the Rural Electrification Act of 1936 (7 U. S.C. 81703), and the IRP is

aut hori zed by section 1323 of the Food Security Act of 1985 (7 U.S.C. 81932
note).

supporting small and new busi ness exports.
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I'11. RESPONSIBILITIES

RBS and Ex-Im Bank will coordinate delivery of their respective prograns to
busi nesses in underserved rural areas, with enphasis on communities with the
greatest need, by joint activities which may include but are not limted to
the foll ow ng:

1. The Agencies may provide joint financing of conpanies under appropriate
ci rcunst ances;

2. Each Agency field office will advise applicants of the potentia
availability of a portion of a customer's financing fromthe other
Agency, when appropriate;

3. Each Agency will provide local financial institutions with its program
information and will encourage | enders to informapplicants about the
rel evant prograns of both Agenci es;

4. The Ex-Im Bank will assist RBS when possible in neeting the goals and
objectives of the HBCU Initiative (see Attachment I11 for listing of
HBCU Initiative' s goals and objectives);

5. Each Agency will be responsible for servicing its own | oans, guarantees,
and grants and will informthe other Agency of any material change in
any | oan, guarantee, or grant which, to its know edge, could have an
adverse effect on the other Agency's financial assistance;

6. VWere necessary, each Agency w |l conduct |iquidation proceedings on a
case- by-case basis in coordination with the other Agency to mnimze
loss to the CGovernnent;

7. Each Agency field office will exchange information, including brochures
and training schedules, and will maintain the other Agency's information
to distribute through the I ocal offices;

8. VWhenever possible, each Agency will provide representatives to explain
progranms and policies in training meetings sponsored by the other
Agency; and

The Ex-1m Bank Manager for Domestic Busi ness Devel opnent and the RBS Deputy

Adm ni strator for Business Prograns, or their designees, will neet at |east

annually to review the previous year's joint activities and plan future work
under this Agreenent.

V.  AVENDMENTS
The parties may amend this Agreement at any tine by witten agreenent.
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V. TERM

This Agreenent will take effect on the date of execution and will remain in
effect for three (3) years, at which time the Parties may renew the Agreement
for two (2) additional years by witten agreenent.

VI.  TERM NATI ON

Ei ther Agency may terminate this Agreenment on 30 days witten notice to the
ot her Agency.
